NEW ZEALAND’S GREATEST SIRE DIES. 

Multiform, one of the greatest horses bred In 
New Zealand of late years, died recently at Wil- 
liam Brown's Whittlngbam stud in New South 
AVales. Multiform was bred at the Wellington Park 
Stud, hear Auckland, b.v T. Morrin in 1894. and was 
sold as a .vearling to the late G. G. Stead for 2.2.7 
guineas. He proved a rare bargain. After winning 
the Challenge Slakes as a four-year old Multiform 
was sold to Sir Edward Vincent, and shipped to Eng- 
land.
